To break up the gravel, which was 
frozen solid down to bed rock, a 
depth of sixty feet, they were using 
the steam-point method. A pick 
was a useless implement with which 
to attack the frost-filled earth, and 
dynamite had much less effect on it 
than on solid rock. From their 
boiler on the surface an iron pipe 
ran down the shaft and connected 
with two lines of hose, to each of 
which the miner had attached a 
point—that is, a steel pipe about an 
inch in diameter and six feet long 
with a pointed end in which there 
were jet holes for the escape of the 
steam. With a sledge hammer they 
drove the points into the frozen 
gravel and then turned the steam. 
After several hours the gravel would 
thaw Sufficiently so that they could 
remove it.

World export trade would benefit 
greatly by adopting the metric weights 
and measures for exclusive use, de- , 
dares the International Federation, of 
which Maurice Ricaut of Airainet . 
i (Somme), France, is general Secretary. 
The Federation is made up M the 
national iron trade associations' of 
France, Netherlands, Belgium, Luxem¬ 
burg, Germany, Austria, Switzerland, 
Italy, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Finland, Czecho-Siovakia, and also 
the British Ironmongers Federation 
Association. All these national asso¬ 
ciations of the iron trade were re¬ 
presented at the recent conference, 
where the worldwide use of metric 
standards were so strongly endorsed. 

The action of the international iron 
trade is particularly timely, as Hon. 
Fred A. Britten, of Illinois, has de¬ 
clared his intention to press for 
general adoption of metric weights and 
measures by the United States in the 
new session of Congress, with the 
assurance of strong support from 
American commercial organizations. 

The Metric Association is to hold 
its national convention in Los Angeles, 
Cal., at the time Congress starts con¬ 
sideration of the metric legislation, 
and will launch a nationwide move- 
movement to secure its passage. The
